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Juneau,  Alaska,  March  16,  1917. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Herewith  is  presented,  for  your  consideration,  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Alaska  Pioneers’  Home  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1916,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent 
and  the  physician. in  charge  of  the  Home.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
the  latter  reports  are  very  complete,  showing  in  detail  the  operations 
of  the  Home  for  the  period,  and  the  recommendations  contained 
therein  are  generally  approved  by  the  Board. 

The  Home  has  now  been  in  operation  for  nearly  four  years, 
and,  notwithstanding  the  many  difficulties  that  have  been  encoun¬ 
tered  in  thoroughly  organizing  and  conducting  an  institution  of  this 
kind,  the  Board  feels  satisfied  that  the  Home  has  been  conducted 
in  such  manner  as  meets  with  the  approval  of  that  part  of  the 
general  public  who  know  something  of  the  conditions  there  obtaining 
by  personal  inspection  and  through  the  letters  of  the  inmates  to  per¬ 
sonal  friends  and  acquaintances. 

The  Board  has  at  all  times  diocouraged  attempts  to  introduce 
politics  iut©  tne  management  of  the  institution,  knowing  as  they 
do,  from  experiences  of  many  of  the  States  where  similar  institu¬ 
tions  are  maintained,  of  the  evils  that  have  arisen  where  attempts 
have  been  made  to  bring  such  institutions  into  the  field  of  political 
patronage  and  profit.  This  policy  will  be  rigidly  followed  while 
the  present  Board  is  in  control,  for  if  the  time  should  ever  arise 
when  partisan  politics  are  injected  into  the  management  of  the 
Home,  its  usefulness  will  be  destroyed  and  the  purposes  for  which 
it  was  established  will  become  a  mockery. 

The  Home  is  inspected  from  time  to  time  by  the  members 
of  the  Board,  and,  during  the  month  of  February  of  this  year,  a 
special  inspection  was  made  by  Hon.  Frank  A.  Aldrich,  a  member 
of  the  Territorial  Senate,  at  the  request  of  the  Board.  The  report 
of  Senator  Aldrich’s  findings  accompanies  this  report. 

Section  1,  Chapter  80,  Session  Laws  of  Alaska,  1913,  provides, 
inter  alia,  that  the  Alaska  Pioneers’  Home  shall  be  under  the  man¬ 
agement  and  control  of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  the 
Governor  of  the  Territory  and  two  citizens  to  be  selected  and  ap- 
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pointed  by  the  Governor,  the  said  appointed  members  to  serve 
without  compensation.  The  Governor  of  Alaska  is  the  chairman  of 
the  Board,  one  member  is  designated  by  the  Governor  as  secretary, 
and  the  remaining  member  as  treasurer  of  the  Board.  A  great  deal 
of  work  devolves  upon  this  body,  the  only  compensation  received 
being  jug-handled  criticism  at  times,  and  the  consciousness  of  know¬ 
ing  that  the  Board  is  discharging  its  duty  as  efficiently  as 
possible  under  all  the  circumstances  by  which  it  is  surrounded. 
However,  the  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  generous  sympathy 
and  support  that  it  has  received  from  the  great  majority  of  the 
people  of  Alaska. 

The  first  appointments  to  the  Board  were  made  in  1913,  when 
W.  P.  Mills,  and  George  Kostrometinoff,  of  Sitka,  were  selected  as 
members  of  the  Board  by  the  Governor,  Mr.  Kostrometinoff  as  Sec¬ 
retary  and  Mr.  Mills  as  Treasurer.  Mr.  Kostrometinoff  died  in  May, 
1915,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  C.  C.  Georgeson,  of  Sitka;  Mr.  Mills 
resigned  in  January,  1916,  and  Mr.  Allen  Shattuck,  of  Juneau,  was 
appointed  as  his  successor. 

The  members  of  the  Board  have  at  all  times  acted  in  com¬ 
plete  harmony  and  they  have  endeavored  to  discharge  their  mani¬ 
fold  and,  at  times  perplexing  duties  with  a  conscientious  regard  for 
the  welfare  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home  and  the  interests  of  the 
Territory. 

The  Board  will  not,  at  this  time,  make  specific  recommenda¬ 
tions  as  to  the  appropriations  which  are  necessary  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  Home  during  the  next  two  years,  but  they  may  take 
occasion  to  do  so  later  in  the  session.  The  report  of  the  superin¬ 
tendent  covers  all  matters  of  expenditures  made  on  account  of  the 
Home,  with  a  wealth  of  detail  that  is  illuminating  and,  therefore, 
thoroughly  understandable. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  wishes  to  make  acknowledgement  of 
the  faithful  and  very  frequently  unselfish  services  rendered  by  offic¬ 
ials  and  other  employees  of  the  Home.  The  Board  also  avails  itself 
of  the  opportunity  to  ask  the  members  of  the  Territorial  Legisla¬ 
ture,  or  a  committee  representing  both  branches,  to  visit  the  Home 
and  inspect  it  for  themselves.

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REPORT  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

By  the 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  ALASKA  PIONEERS’  HOME 

Sitka,  Feb.  28,  1917. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

Alaska  Pioneers’  Home. 

Sirs: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  opera¬ 
tions  of  the  Alaska  Pioneers’  Home  at  Sitka,  from  January  1,  1915, 
to  the  close  of  December  31,  1916,  together  with  tabulated  state¬ 
ments  concerning  the  inmates  of  the  Home  during  said  period,  finan¬ 
cial  reports  for  the  period,  and  a  report  by  the  official  physician  of 
the  medical  work. 

As  stated  with  some  detail  in  the  report  for  the  period  ended 
December  31,  1914,  the  institution  is  maintained  by  the  Territory 
as  a  Home  for  aged  and  disabled  pioneers  of  Alaska,  who  have 
assisted  in  opening  up  and  developing  the  Territory  and  are  no 
longer  able  to  care  for  themselves.  It  has  been  the  endeavor 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Superintendent  to  confine  the 
occupation  of  the  Alaska  Pioneers’  Home  to  Alaskans  who  really 
need  and  deserve  succor  by  the  Territory.  With  comparatively 
few  exceptions,  this  effort  has  been  successful;  yet,  in  spite  of 
all  precautions,  a  few  undesirable  and  undeserving  characters  have 
gained  admission  into  the  Home.  When  these  are  discovered, 
provision  should  be  made  for  returning  them  to  their  former  resi¬ 
dence,  or  to  a  place  where  employment  can  be  found. 

Suggestion  is  made  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Pioneers’  Home 
ought  to  have  statutory  authority  to  prevent  inmates  who  are 
physically  or  mentally  unfit  to  care  for  themselves  to  Leave  the  in¬ 
stitution  and  attempt  to  shift  alone.  Instances  have  occurred  of 
men  who  had  reached  an  advanced  age  and  were  senile,  who,  after 
being  in  the  Home  a  while  and  regaining  some  strength,  consid¬ 
ered  themselves  again  able  to  tramp  the  hills  and  search  for  the 
illusive  Eldorado.  The  argonautic  spirit  remains  strong  after  the 
mushing  strength  becomes  weak.  Others,  with  chronic  and  in¬ 
curable  disabilities,  sometimes  have  delusive  hopes  of  finding  cure 
or  relief  from  schools  of  treatment  other  than  medical  and  venture 
forth  to  prospect  for  the  springs  of  youth.  Invariably  these  men 
who  leave  against  the  advice  of  the  physician  rapidly  decline  and 
become  a  charge  on  some  local  community. 

Suggestion  is  also  made  that  it  should  be  optional  with  the 
Trustees  whether  indigent  or  disabled  applicants  would  be  cared 
for  in  the  Pioneers’  Home,  or  given  a  monthly  allowance  under 
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Chapter  64,  Session  Laws,  1915.  The  Trustees  should  also  have 
arbitrary  power  to  transfer  an  inmate  of  the  Home  to.  the  allow¬ 
ance  roll. 

Cases  of  discontent  among  the  inmates  have  been  compara¬ 
tively  few,  yet,  growlers  are  found  among  them.  Their  dissatis¬ 
faction  is  usually  found  to  have  been  stimulated  and  kept  alive 
by  outsiders  who  would  like  to  have  the  affairs  of  the  institution 
become  the  spoil  of  partisan  political  interests.  This  political  lust 
is  mingled  with  a  cupidity  for  the  trade  of  the  Home. 

So  far  as  can  be  anticipated,  the  non-perishable  supplies  are 
bought  on  contract  from  the  lowest  and  best  bidders.  Perishable 
supplies,  it  has  been  found,  can  be  purchased  most  satisfactorily 
and  economically  by  buying  direct  from  wholesalers.  This  is  also 
true  of  special  equipment  such  as  hospital  supplies. 

During  the  year  1916,  the  sick  ward  for  bed  patients  has  been 
materially  improved  by  the  addition  of  four  rooms  for  cases  requir¬ 
ing  isolation,  besides  rooms  for  convalescents.  A  well-equipped 
dressing  and  operating  room  has  also  been  added.  However,  a 
new  and  separate  building  for  infirmary  purposes  is  much  needed 
and  more  specific  recommendation  for  this  is  contained  elsewhere 
in  this  report. 

The  building  used  by  the  Marine  Corps  for  shops  and  a  shoot¬ 
ing  gallery  has  been  partitioned  off  into  quarters  for  the  women 
employees.  By  the  installation  of  steam  heat  and  running  hot 
water,  this  building  has  been  made  very  comfortable  for  this  pur¬ 
pose. 

A  one  and  one-half  story  storehouse  with  a  concrete  basement 
has  been  built  and  fills  a  much  needed  want. 

The  laundry  service  has  been  expensive  and  unsatisfactory. 
The  erection  and  equipment  of  a  laundry  for  the  institution  is 
much  needed.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  operation  would 
be  less  than  having  the  work  done  outside,  and  would,  morever 
insure  clean  washing  and  sterilization  of  the  clothes. 

By  making  some  alterations  in  the  barracks  building,  it  has 
been  possible  to  materially  enlarge  the  dining  room  space.  Some 
labor  saving  devices,  such  as  an  electric  bread  mixer,  electric 
dish  washer,  etc.,  are  needed  in  the  kitchen.  A  bake  oven  is  also 
needed. 

The  heating  plant,  which  is  described  in  the  report  to  the  last 
Legislature,  is  much  in  need  of  repairs.  The  60  h.  p.  boiler  was 
installed  without  a  proper  foundation,  and  has  settled  to  an  extent 
that  will  make  necessary  the  building  of  a  new  concrete  founda¬ 
tion  under  the  boiler,  and  the  boiler  rebricked  and  leveled.  More 
traps  and  enlargement  of  the  trap  pit  are  required  to  accommodate 
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the  lines  to  additional  buildings  in  which  steam  heat  was  installed 
during  1916.  None  of  the  steam  pipes  in  the  boiler  room  or  under 
the  buildings  are  covered,  and  it  is  estimated  that  a  saving  of 
ten  per  cent,  in  coal  could  be  made  by  covering  these  pipes  with 
asbestos.  The  installation  of  crude  oil  burners  in  the  heating  plant 
has  been  considered,  but  the  following  letter  from  the  Standard 
Oil  Company  would  seem  to  make  this  inadvisable.

Dear  Sir: 

Referring  to  your  letter  of  January  23rd,  relative  to  converting 
your  60  h.  p.  boiler  from  coal  to  an  oil  burner: 

Would  advise  that  changing  the  furnace  is  a  very  simple  mat¬ 
ter.  In  making  the  change  the  principal  expense  would  vbe  in  the 
storage  tank,  pipe  lines  and  fitting  required.  There  would  be  no 
change  in  the  grate  bars  or  in  the  furnace,  only  sloping  off  the 
bridge  wall,  covering  the  grates  with  fire  brick  and  boring  a  hole 
in  the  front  casting  to  admit  the  burner  at  a  point  four  inches 
above  the  grate. 

The  burner  and  pumps  would  cost  something  like  $5,000.00; 
the  storage  tank,  of  about  1,000  berrels  capacity,  would  cost 
about  $3,000.00;  the  pipe  required,  for  the  distance  you  speak  of 
in  your  letter  would  cost  about  $2,000.00;  and  then  there  is  the 
rate  from  Seattle  and  the  installing  of  the  plant,  which  would 
probably  cost  as  much  more. 

Also,  I  do  not  know  how  you  could  be  supplied  with  fuel  oil, 
but  you  probably  could  get  it  from  the  regular  boats  that  call 
at  Sitka  or  at  your  dock.  They  probably  could  let  you  have  some 
from  their  own  storage,  from  time  to  time. 

However,  I  could  not  advise  you  to  change  from  coal  to  oil 
burning,  at  the  present  time,  as  the  production  in  California  is 
very  uncertain— in  fact,  we  are  not  taking  on  any  new  business 
at  the  present  time.  So  with  the  uncertainty  of  you  being  able 
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to  always  get  oil  and  the  high  price  ruling  at  the  present  time, 
I  could  not  recommend  that  you  go  to  the  expense  of  changing. 

Will  be  glad  to  give  you  any  further  information  you  may 
desire.

The  present  quarters  for  accommodation  of  inmates  is  crowded 
to  capacity,  and  experience  indicates  an  increase  of  population  in 
the  Home  of  about  25%  a  year.  It  is  recommended  that  this  be 
met  by  the  construction  of  a  new  building  to  be  used  in  part  as  an 
infirmary. 

There  is  a  natural  decline  in  the  health  of  the  inmates,  due 
to  already  advanced  age  and  chronic  organic  ailments.  Attention 
is  invited  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  physician,  where  this 
subject  is  discussed  in  detail. 

The  increased  cost  of  living  justifies  an  advance  in  the  wage 
scale  of  employees,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  appropriations 
be  made  with  such  action  in  view. 

It  is  hoped  that  Congress  will  soon  pass  the  bill  now  pending 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  directing  the  Government  to  deed 
to  the  Territory  of  Alaska  the  property  now  occupied  by  the  Alaska 
Pioneers’  Home.  The  General  Land  Office  has  had  a  survey  made 
for  that  purpose. 

Appropriation  should  be  made  for  painting  the  boiler  house, 
storehouse,  new  wing  to  the  barracks,  and  two  other  small  build¬ 
ings.  The  house  known  as  the  “Commanding  Officer’s  Quarters,” 
will  have  to  have  new  foundation  posts  under  it.  These  should  be 
of  concrete.  I  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  two  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  for  repairs  and  painting  of  'the  present  buildings  dur¬ 
ing  the  coming  two  years. 

It  is  the  object  of  the  Pioneers’  Home  to  give  the  inmates 
every  comfort  possible  within  the  limits  of  the  equipment  and 
money  available,  and  on  the  whole,  the  inmates  will  be  found 
to  be  well  satisfied.  The  people  of  the  Territory  have  generally 
given  every  encouragement  and  help,  and  have  been  particularly 
considerate  in  sending  Christmas  remembrances.  The  Trustees 
have  aided  the  Superintendent  and  other  workers  of  the  Home 
in  every  way  possible,  and  have  at  all  times  been  ready  to  give 
personal  attention  to  any  business  of  the  institution  without  com¬ 
pensation  to  themselves.  The  Judges  of  the  District  Courts  have 
also  rendered  great  help  by  passing  upon  the  fitness  of  applicants. 
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for  admission.  The  Judges  have  turned  into  the  funds  of  the 
Home  whatever  amounts  they  had  available  from  the  indigent 
funds  under  their  control.  A  statement  of  moneys  received  from 
that  source  is  found  herewith.

REPORT  OF  PHYSICIAN 

Feb.  27,  1917. 

Honorable  A.  G.  Shoup,  Superintendent, 

Alaska  Pioneers’  Home. 

Sir: 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  following  resume  of  the  Medical 
work  done  at  the  Alaska  Pioneers’  Home,  from  January  1,  1915, 
to  December  31,  1916. 

During  this  time  there  has  been  a  steady  and  material  increase 
in  the  number  of  admissions  requiring  medical  care  and  attention, 
and  it  is  conceivable  that  the  number  will  be  greatly  augumented 
as  time  passes,  if  the  present  rate  of  admissions  is  any  criterion. 

Inasmuch  as  the  duties  of  the  attending  physician  are  not  con¬ 
fined  solely  to  the  prescribing  of  medicines,  but  include  attention 
to  general  sanitary  conditions  and  preventative  measures  as  well  as 
the  nursing  and  selection  of  suitable  foods  and  nourishment  in 
individual  cases.  The  adaptability  and  adequacy  of  the  buildings 
and  equipment  naturally  arrange  themselves  under  this  heading, 
and  mature  consideration  of  this  subject  will  enable  one  to  per¬ 
ceive  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  person  having  the  medical  welfare 
of  these  men  in  charge,  to  be  continually  insistent  and  agressive 
in  their  endeavors  to  have  every  essential  apparatus  and  equipment, 
device  or  article  which  experience  has  proven  to  be  of  benefit 
in  assisting  the  recovery  or  ameliorating  the  condition  of  any,  or 
all  of  the  inmates. 

Notwithstanding  that  some  needed  and  desirable  additions  to 
the  buildings  comprising  the  Home  were  constructed  during  the 
past  year,  the  capacity  of  the  institution  is  fully  taxed  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time,  and  the  probability  is  that  we  will  be  confronted  with 
an  excess  in  the  very  near  future.  I  would  respectfully  direct  your 
attention  to  the  building  known  as  the  “Governor’s  House”  which 
I  consider  unsitable  for  the  purpose  of  housing  the  inmates.  The 
building  is  dark,  poorly  heated,  inconvenient  and  in  a  poor  state 
or  repair.  It  would  seem  that  the  expenses  entailed  in  the  correc¬ 
tion  of  these  defects  would  be  out  of  proportion  to  the  value  of 
the  buildings;  the  bathing  and  toilet  facilities  are  rather  limited, 
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notably  in  the  “canteen”  building  and  in  a  short  time  will  require 
some  expansion. 

The  food  supplied  the  Pioneers  has  been  inspected  at  frequent 
intervals.  It  has  been  found  of  excellent  quality,  well  cooked  and 
the  diets  well  balanced  and  varied.  The  special  diets  furnished 
the  sick  have  been  all  that  could  be  desired,  excepting  that  fresh 
milk  has  been  available  in  somewhat  limited  quantities  at  times. 

In  a  former  report,  I  took  occasion  to  point  out  that  most  of 
the  sickness  at  the  Home  was  chronic  in  character,  of  long  stand¬ 
ing  usually,  and  in  few  instances  could  we  expect  curative  effects. 
Most  of  these  men  have  spent  many  years  of  their  lives  amidst 
unenviable  surroundings,  and  the  careless  living  of  the  past,  to¬ 
gether  with  their  advanced  age,  lessens  the  recuperative  powers 
to  a  degree  that  renders  their  response  to  medical  treatment  not  all 
that  could  be  desired. 

The  greatest  obstacle  to  the  proper  supervision  and  treat¬ 
ment  of  these  men  however,  is  their  disinclination  to  follow  any 
prescribed  form  of  treatment  for  the  length  of  time  necessary  to 
obtain  results.  They  are,  to  a  large  etxent,  impatient  and  prone 
to  experiment  with  patent  nostrums.  This  condition  of  affairs 
is  due  to  the  attitude  of  mind  of  many  entering  the  Home.  They 
have  been  assured  by  their  friends,  and  in  some  cases,  by  physi¬ 
cians  that  they  would  straighten  out  in  four  or  five  weeks,  so  that 
they  could  return  home  and  to  their  several  occupations.  These 
statements,  in  all  probability  were  made  with  a  view  of  inducing 
the  men  to  come  here,  but  in  certain  cases  result  in  the  ultimate 
dissatisfaction  in  the  medical  services  rendered.  It  must  also  be « 
borne  in  mind  that,  the  great  majority  of  our  patients  here  are 
afflicted  with  paralysis  in  which  the  causative  factor  is  hemorrhage 
in  the  brain.  Many  of  these  cases  exhibit  marked  mental  deteriora¬ 
tion,  due  to  the  fact  that  certain  areas  of  the  brain  are  imperfectly 
supplied  with  blood,  and  its  consequent  nutrition.  These  men  are 
lacking  in  judgment.  All  are  possessed  of  peculiar  ideas,  and  some 
are  delusional.  Some  of  these  men  have  left  the  Home  to  shift 
for  themselves,  others  have  the  idea  that  they  are  well  enough  to 
do  so,  and  doubtless  will,  if  they  can  induce  some  well-meaning, 
but  misguided  friend  to  assist  them  financially.  This  seems  like 
gross  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  Territory  in  permitting  these 
men  to  thus  burden  their  friends  and  the  various  communities  in 
Alaska  with  their  care  and  support. 

It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  statements  have  been  cir¬ 
culated  to  the  effect  that  patients  in  the  Home  were  tied  to  their 
beds,  and  that  the  beds  and  patients  were  in  a  filthy  condition. 
This  statement  has,  I  presume,  been  made  relative  to  all  hospitals 
and  institutions  at  some  time  or  other.  Nevertheless,  I  would 
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state,  as  a  matter  of  information,  that  we  have  what  is  called 
a  protection  sheet,  which  is  a  sheet  of  drilling,  and  which  is  fast¬ 
ened  to  the  bottom  and  sides  of  the  bed  for  the  purpose  of  keeping 
a  delirious  patient  from  falling  out  of  bed.  This  is  in  general  use 
among  all  hospitals,  and  is  used  only  on  orders  from  the  physician 
who  assumes  the  responsibility  for  its  proper  use.  I  know  of  no 
appliance  less  objectionable  for  the  purpose,  and  must  insist  on 
a  continuance  of  its  use  here  on  the  infrequent  occasions  when 
it  is  required.  We  have  also  several  patients  who  are  incontinent 
of  their  excreta,  that  is,  unable  to  control  it,  and  I  must  take 
this  occasion  to  inform  you  that  our  nurses  at  all  times  have 
been  more  than  faithful  in  their  care  of  these  men. 

In  the  period  of  time  under  consideration,  we  have  had  twenty 
deaths  and  three  commitments  to  the  asylum  for  the  insane.  The 
ratio  of  deaths  is  about  the  same  as  for  the  year  prior.  I  have  no 
reason  to  believe  that  we  will  experience  any  reduction  or  increase 
in  the  rate  during  the  year  to  come.  Many  of  the  patients  were 
in  the  Home  but  a  short  time,  the  majority  exhibiting  the  terminal 
phase  of  some  long-standing  organic  disease,  to  which  the  fatigue 
incidental  to  the  journey  here  had  proven  decisive. 

The  list  of  the  inmates,  with  a  diagnosis  of  their  condition  has 
been  purposely  omitted  for  obvious  reasons.  A  medical  history 
of  each  is  kept  on  file  however,  and  a  physical  examination  of 
each  inmate  is  made  and  on  record. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  appending  the  following  suggestions  for 
the  further  improvement  of  the  medical  service  at  the  Home: 

The  portion  of  the  buildings  used  as  a  sick-ward  is  too  small 
for  the  purpose  of  having  the  various  adjunct  facilities  adjacent 
thereto,  also  it  is  incapable  of  expansion  should  the  demand  upon 
it  show  any  increase  in  the  future;  then  again,  it  does  not  come 
up  to  the  modern  requirements  of  a  hospital  ward,  with  its  appur¬ 
tenances,  such  as  operating  room,  toilets  and  baths,  diet-kitchen, 
as  well  as  rooms  suitable  for  housing  the  electrical  apparatus  which, 
I  trust,  the  institution  will  secure  in  the  near  future.  I  would 
recommend  that  arrangements  be  made  to  construct  such  accom¬ 
modations  whenever  a  new  building  becomes  necessary,  and  I 
should  think  such  a  building  could  be  well  utilized  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time. 

The  number  of  nurses  and  attendants  should  be  increased  if 
possible. 

An  X-ray  and  high  frequency  electrical  apparatus  should  be 
furnished  and  a  vibrator  of  good  construction  could  be  used  al¬ 
most  daily. 

An  apparatus  designed  to  supply  moist  and  dry  heat  baths  is

urgently  needed  and  it  is  suggested  that  an  electrically  heated  one 
could  be  constructed  here  economically. 

Considerable  thought  has  been  devoted  to  a  consideration  of 
the  advisability  of  installing  some  method  of  occupying  the  time 
of  these  men  purely  as  a  remedial  measure,  but,  I  am  unable  to 
recommend  anything  along  that  line  at  the  present  time.  Basket 
work  is  not  suitable,  nor  is  carpentry,  although  it  is  unquestion¬ 
ably  a  fact  that  some  occupation  of  that  type  would  prove  bene¬ 
ficial. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  commend  the  work  of  the  nurses 
and  employees  in  the  Home  generally,  as  an  institution  is  not  born, 
but  made,  and  all  the  employees  have  contributed  to  the  making  of 
the  Alaska  Pioneers’  Home  in  no  minor  degree.
